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In case you've been wondering, 
here's the scoop on The Wall 


The Wall is back! It looks like it may be, finally, in full 
swing. There have been some problems though. The 
complaints about the number of issues, or lack thereof, has 
been a big problem. 

For the first issue, 1000 copies were printed, costing around 
$379 plus six and a half percent tax. The number of copies 
for the second issue was upped to 1300, costing 
approximately $50 more. Of course, 1300 copies is not 
enough for everyone to get one. If that were to be done, the 
cost would be about two and a half cents per copy, coming to 
almost $500. On the average, ads have been bringing in 
about $200, leaving The Wall some $200 in the red after 
each issue. We don't want to print 2000 copies but, rather, 
cover the demand on campus. If 1300 copies suffices, then 
that will be the number printed. 

We would ideally like to put out eight to ten issues each 
year. So far, we are slightly behind schedule. We plan to put 
out one more issue at the beginning of the second semester; 
and then put out four, or maybe five, later in the semester. 

The newspaper was appropriated $2800 for the year, that 
figure excludes the cost of the Macintosh computer used for

The career center has been set up to help students find 
information that might otherwise be difficult to obtain, such 
as college catalogs, listings of occupations, explanations of 
what certain careers really entail, as well as counselling in 
where one can go to get the training for a career. The career 
center is run by Terri Saenz who says that most students who 
come to her have at least some idea of what they would like 
to do after high school, but do not know how to pursue their 
goal. With students like these, Tem will sit down with the 
individual student and discuss his decision as well as his 
options. When someone is unsure of what he wants to do, 

Terri says her first step is to set up an interest test. This test 
helps place both Terri and the student on a common ground. 

After the student has taken the test, Terri discusses what the 
results mean and answers any questions. 

Although Terri can help a student get an idea of the careers 
available, she does not choose for the student. "I don’t make 
decisions for anybody, I only help them to choose their own

the paper. Next year the paper may not have some of the 
advantages that it has this year. For example, the laser printing 
and film costs are free this year.

There are alternatives, nevertheless. One is cutting the length 
of the publication from twelve to eight pages.

Staff 
members have also been considering some sort of fund raising 
activity to help alleviate costs. As well, five members of the 
staff are helping the Region IV Teacher Education and Computer 
Center by publishing a booklet entitled ,Training 
Opportunities. This endeavor will bring in about $400; and 
hopefully Wall will be asked to publish the summer issue 
of the booklet, providing $400 more.

course." If, after counselling and interest tests (something like 
the ASVAB or DAT), the student is still unsure of what path to 
take, Terri may suggest the Career center's Eureka computer 
system. With the Eureka, all a student has to do is type in any 
occupation that he has an interest in and the Eureka takes over 
from there. The first thing the Eureka will do is provide a 
detailed description of the occupation as well as the occupation's 
pay, respective duties, opportunity for advancement, and all 
related occupations. The Eureka will also provide the user with 
an outlook for the occupation's fiiture. But, perhaps the most 
interesting and beneficial thing that the Eureka can do is tell the 
student what kind of training the occupation requires and suggest 
schools that offer this training. One final aspect of the Career 
center that may be of interest, is that its appeal and usefulness 
is not limited only to students. "Through the Career center, I've 
been able to help mothers who have decided to start a new 
career, people who have been laid off or have quit their current 
jobs, and even some recently graduated students." Terri said. 

So, if the big question of what to do with your life is staring 
you in the face, drop by the Career center. You will be glad that 
you did. 
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School improvements moving along

The remaining patch-work colors of Granada, tacky yellow 
and modem mauve will soon be gone. The new peach color 
will cover the entire schoool including the 500 and 600 
building, the Student Union and the gym, which have not yet 
been repainted. 

Livermore School District has allocated the needed $29,500 
to finish painting Granada. The painters will return next 
summer to paint the remaining sun bleached yellow buildings. 

The School Site Council, formed to help clean-up Granada, 
has collected over $4,500 ($1,000 of which was donated by 
Granada Supporters) can now use that money towards other 
improvements. 

One of the most important contribution to the clean-up of 
Granada is students- attitudes. "It's got to be a school-wide 
thing or it's not going to work. We need the help from the 
student body," said Mr. Briemle. 

One idea to increase school pride is to have a traditional 
"class planting." Each class, each year, would donate a tree 
or plant and receive a plaque to put near it. This would farther 
enhance pride and help cost of landscaping. 

Students can continue to help make this school look great 
after the initial improvements have begun. 

The $4,500 will be spent on landscaping the entire school, 


which includes reseeding and fertilizing the grass, putting 
planters in various areas and removing the poles (near the grass 
area) and replacing them with benches. 

"$5,000 will go a long way with no labor costs," said Mrs. 
Blanca Shields, member of the School Site Council. The 
council is hoping to receive many donations of time and labor. 
The Eagle Scouts are one source of free labor. They receive 
points in their club for helping in a community effort such as 
this. The R.O.P. program at Livermore High will also provide 
free labor and help keep costs down. 

Mrs. Jackie Williams, former Granada student and owner of 
Alden Lane nursery, has already drawn up plans for landscaping 
Granada. Those plans will begin this month, starting with the 
front of Granada. This project should be completed by spring 
so the plants can have a healthy start in their new environment. 

Other improvements are planned to help make Granada better 
looking. The circular building in the quad needs work. The 
lockers in all the halls can use repainting and the bathrooms 
need repair. The trophy case in the gym needs improvement as 
well as what is known as the "senior bench" and tables. 

Thanks to Livermore School District, Granada will have a 
color cordinated school and will receive further landscaping 
improvements.

Henriette's school is a 
very difficult one. They 
have 6 classes with one 

test counting for the _ 

whole grade in each class. If they do well on these tests and 
the exams for university then they can go to college. The 
public college is free yet essential for a good job. 

Sylvia Zauala from Peru stated,"A lot of people go to 
college." Before they get to college there are six years of 
primary school and then five years of secondary. There is a 
lot of information about the United States so when Sylvia 
came she wasn't surprised by our culture. Soccer is the main 
sport in Peru, but there are many others available such as 
volleyball. She lives in a small city so everyone knows the 
people in their age group. At 4:00 all the teenagers meet in a 
square or get ice cream. At night they go to the movies, 
discos, or just talk. When people first meet they generally 
kiss each other's cheek in greeting. 

Weekends in Japan for Akiko Vcnida can be a trip to the 
shopping mall or going to a disco. "The malls are fun because 
they are so big." After school students watch TV and some 
have part time jobs. These jobs are at fast food places like 
McDonalds! When she first saw America it seemed very wide 
and mountainous. Upon coming to Granada she found the 
subjects difficult because of the English but the teachers were 
"interesting." Her school in Japan is more strict. Everyone 
wears a uniform,there is no makeup or perms allowed and 
everyone must stand and bow to the teacher as he/she comes 
in. All their subjects are chosen for them and they must obey 
the rules. If they don’t follow them, several things can 


happen; they must stay home, they can't drive to school, or 
they are expelled from school.

It will not be the beginning of a war, though it might as well have 
been in 1066 when this light made an earlier appearance over England. This light 
will be the long awaited Comet Halley, back from a journey that lasted 76 years and 
stretched back to the orbit of Neptune. 

Comet Halley has been seen by every generation since 240 B.C. Observing the 
comet has become a human tradition that is continuing this year during its 
apparition. The comet has been feared, revered and a source of human folly for 
thousands of years. This year, however, the comet has been understood because 
during its appearance mankind has learned more about comets than ever before in 
history.

The Bayeux Tapestry, 1066 

Comet Halley was named for the man, Sir Edmund Halley, who was first able to 
predict the comet's appearances in the eighteenth century'. Before Halley's time, an 
appearance of a comet had been a presage of a plague or defeat in a war. In 1066, 
the English did not have Sir Halley's observation to soothe their fears. Comet 
Halley, as the Bayeux Tapestry showed, appeared shortly before the Norman conquest 
of England in 1066. 

The comet's appearance in 1910 did not evoke fears of war, but fears of 
cyanogen poisoning. Cyanogen, a molecular fragment of cyanide, was found to be 
in the comet's tail. For this reason, gas masks made their appearance. "The gas 
masks", stated astronomer Carl Sagan, "were an eerie premonition of the battlefields 
of World War I." 

This year, you can still buy a gas mask if you want. Then again, you may want 
to take out a Comet Insurance Policy: there is always the possibility that the 
astronomers are wrong and the comet's orbit may come into conflict with Livermore. 

This year is our generation's turn to see Comet Halley. Observing the comet is a 
human tradition that has included some of the world's most famous people: Ptolemy, 
Jefferson, Twain, the early settlers of Virginia, and the Aztecs- to name only a few.

Fortunately, there has been an 
unexpected increase in the brightness of the comet. This will definitely make 
observing easier and more memorable.
